Based upon the two anonymous letters resulting from an anonymous phone 
call concerning the sexual molestation of a Scout some ten years ago, the 
troop refused Robert Gallardi's registration. 

With the cooperation of members of the troop committee, the situation 
described in the anonymous letter appeared to be possible. 

David J. Buerklin, Council Child Protector Executive, interviewed 
Robert Gallardi in the Scout office and confronted Gillardi with the letters. 
After about an hour of conversation, Robert Gallardi admitted sexually abusinq 
Scouts some years ago. 

Robert Gallardi received, hand delivered at the conclusion of the meetinq, 
a letter terminating his registration in the Boy Scouts of America. 

As of this date, no further problems with Robert Gallardi have been reported, 
it appears that Gillardi has distanced himself from the Scouting program.

As requested, the following items review the conversations of 
several anonymous calls made to Bob Newcomb and myself prior 
to the receipt of the attached letter. 



January L9 , 1 989 

Bob Newcomb answered an initial call bv an anonymous male 
raisins the same complaints as written in the attached 
letter. The caller was from the Chartiers District and was 
asked to ca LI back the next day and ask for me since I was 
out of the office. Since the complaint concerned a Chartiers 
volunteer, John Vhitford (who was in the office) was asked by 
Bob Newcomb to research the involvement of Mr. Galardi. 

He found that Mr. Galardi is: 

1) A committee member of TrooD 66 with an enrollment 
date of 9/6/84 and again in 1986. 

2) He took his OA Ordeal in 1958 and OA Brotherhood 



January 20 , 19 89 

I received the call from a male who only identified himself 
as the father of a 24 year old who was a Scout ten years ago 
in Troop 66. He reviewed his previous call made to Bob 
Newcomb and the coniolaint that his now adult son was 
undergoing therapy.

His therapist: uncovered a sexual abuse incident: chat occured 
about 10 years ago while he was a Scout in Troop 66. He 
implicated Mr. Galardi who was the leader of the troop at 
that time . 



The therapist advised this nan's son to find out if his 
leader was still involved with Scouting and to confront him. 
Hence, the call to our council. The caller wanted to know if 
Mr. Galardi was in Scouting now and what were we going to do 
about him. 



I pointed out that this was the first known coraoiaint about 
Mr. Galardi and that he should call me back after the weekend 
so I could check our confidential files- for any specific 
complaint about Mr. Galardi. 



February 2 , 1989 



The same male called to review my findings. I had during the 
nrior week reviewed the confidential file with the assistance 
of Deborah Caldwell. Nothing was found about Mr. Galardi. 



I informed the caller that our council preferred that 
complaints of this nature be made to Dave Buerklin or Ben 
Ussery in private at our council office. The caller was 
emphatic that he did not want his son's" identity known and 
refused to meet anyone in person. 



I expressed ray concerns that we would Drefer to have a 
"confidential" letter outlining the incident that his son 
experienced. This he agreed to do. The caller reiterated 
that he wanted us to do everything possible to remove Mr. 
Galardi from Scouting to avoid any further oossibility of 
abuses . 



Additional Notes : 

1. Presently, the Scoutmaster of Troop 66 is 
Robert Knap p . 

2. The Scout originally joined Troop 299 in Chartiers, 
had a good experience, then for unknown reasons went 
into Troop 66, where Galardi was the Scoutmaster.
